Trenton, June 8.—The pottery diffi­ 
culty in this city, which was supposed 
to have been amicably settled, 
has 
sprung up anew and at present a num­ 
ber of kilnmen are on 
strike. 
The 
strikers are employes of the East 
Trenton Pottery company and their 
move may be only the initiative of a 
general strike. According to the men, 
the company wanted to cut the pay 
for placing glost kilns from 27 to 21 
days, andrather than submit to this, 
a strike w*as agreed upon. 
There was a meeting of the execu­ 
tive committee of the union and the 
action of the striking kilnmen was 
endorsed. 
Four saggermakers struck 
at the Etrurfa pottery, but returned 
peiping a settlement. 
At the Cres­ 
cent pottery some kilnmen also went 
out owing to what they term Inconve­ 
niences in the sheds.

W a s h in g to n , June 8 .—In marked 
contrast with the exciting incidents at­ 
tending the bitter struggles o f the clos­ 
ing hours o f the sessiou, Speaker Hen­ 
derson laid down his gavel at the con­ 
clusion of one of the most picturesque 
scenes which has ever occurred in the 
hall of representatives. 
Apparently 
good fellowship prevailed among former 
opponents. During a brief recess, taken 
within 30 minutes of the time fixed for 
the final adjournment, to give the presi­ 
dent an opportunity to atfix his signature 
to the bills that were being rushed to him 
for approval, a group of members, led by Mr 
Mercer (Neb.), Mr. Ball (Tex.), Mr. Fitzger­ 
ald (Mass.) and Mr. Tawney (Minn.), congre­ 
gated in the area to tile left of the speaker's 
rostrum and began singing patriotic airs. 
“Columbia, Gem of the Ocean,’’ “Auld Lang 
Syne.” “The Red, W hite and Blue,” success­ 
ively rang out. 
As the singing prix;ceded 
members joined the group until, withont re­ 
gard to age or party, the entirehou.se joined 
in the choruses. The spectators in the gal­ 
leries applauded each song until the strains of 
Dixie filled the hall. Then their unbounded 
enthusiasm broke out in wild cheers. But the 
enthusiasm “Dixie” evoked was not to be com­ 
pared with the remarks! Ie demonstration 
which followed when, in a clear, ringing tenor, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, of Massachusetts, started the 
national authem. 
In an instant all the men, women and chil 
dren in the galleries were on their feet joining 
in the singing. Tile mighty chorus from thou­ 
sands of throats reverberated through the 
hall. The ladies kept time to the rythm of the 
music with their handkerchiefs and the men 
beat the measure with their hands. The speak­ 
er, pausing as he entered the hall, raised his 
voice also. 
Tho excitement produced by the 
scene overcame a whitehaired old man in one 
of the public galleries, and when the song 
ceased he jumped upon his seat and shouted 
“that is the song of the angels of heaven.” Ho 
was plainly a rank, bnt as he showed a dispo­ 
sition to harangue the house he was quickly 
ejected. 
A tter Speaker Henderson had made 
a graceful farewell speech, thanking the mem­ 
bers for their courtesy, and had deelar»>d the 
house adjourned. the members testified to hi? 
popularity by singing “For He Is a Jolly Good 
Fellow,” and the newspaper correspondents in 
the press gallery celebrated their emancipa­ 
tion from the burdens of congress by singing 
the “Doxology.” 
The principal feature of the closing day in 
the house was the reversal of its action last 
night in turning down the conferrees on the 
naval bill for yielding on the item relating to 
ocean surveys. Over night the sentiment of 
th e house underwent a complete change, and 
the members voted by a large majority to ac­ 
cept outright the senate amendment, which 
goes much further than the compromise which 
th e conferrers offered the night before. The 
conferrees. ied by Mr. Gannon, who had 
brought in a compromise which they consid­ 
ered more satisfactory, were ignominiously 
pushed aside. It was a distinct victory for the 
old conferrees. Messrs. Foss, of Illinois, Day­ 
ton, of W est Virginia, and Cummings, of New 
"York. The other feature of the day was the 
course of Mr. Lentz, of Ohio, in blocking unani­ 
mous consent legislation. For three days he 
had objected to bills because the majority 
would not allow the testimony in the Coeur 
d’Alene investigation to be printed, and he 
maintained his position to the end. His action 
caused many heart aches. He only relented 
when certain bills came up 
The closing day in the senate was one of 
waiting. 
The naval appropriation bill—the 
stum bling bhx*k to final adjournment—could 
n o t be agreed to by the conferrees of the two 
houses and the disagreement was reported to 
the senate early in the day. The report was 
accepted, but tho senate refused to request 
another conference, although Mr. Hale ex­ 
pressed the belief that an agreement might 
be reached. There was an evident disposition 
on the part of the senate to make trouble if 
the conferrees should recede from the senate 
amendment as to the ocean surveys, and it 
was deemed tin* wiser policy to afford the 
house an opportunity again to pass upon the 
■question. 
About 3 o’clock, after several nx-esses had 
^been taken, it became known to the senate 
Ahat the house had concurred in the senate 
Hmendments remaining in controversy, and 
■soon afterw ard the house resolution providing 
Tor final adjournm ent was passed with an 
^amendment fixing the hour at 5o'clock June 7. 
It was not until about 4 :40, about 20 minutes 
before the hour fixed for adjournment, that 
the presklent pro tem. of the senate, Mr. Frye, 
announced his signature to the naval bill. 
W ith some other measures it was hurried to 
the president, who was in waiting in his room 
in the Capitol, and was signed by him a few 
minutes later. 
The concluding hour of the session was 
purely a social one. No business beyond the 
adoption of the customary resolution of thanks 
to tile chair (Mr. Fry el was accomplished. In 
acknow ltxinuM it of the compliment, Mr. Frye 
'delivered a brief and graceful speech, which 
was received with cordial applause through- 
•orvt the chamber. 
The conclusion of the work of the senate 
was quiet and perfunctory, attended with no 
exciting scenes such as are often incident to 
the close of a session, and when the gavel fell 
finally expressions of relief and gladness were 
heard from all senators.

They Might R etire to L ydenburg—K ru­ 
ger Looked W orried.

L on d on , June 8.—The executive of­ 
ficers of the Trasvaal governm ent were 
reported in a railw ay ear, shunted on a 
sw itch at M acliadorp station. 
A cor­ 
respondent of The D aily Express w ent 
from Lourenzo M arques to see President 
Kruger. 
The president sat sm oking a 
long pipe. 
He looked worried, but his 
bearing was quiet and determined. 
He 
did not make tip least objection to being 
interviewed. 
The 
correspondent 
was 
equipped for the interview by cables from 
London. 
“Y es,” said President Kruger, 
“it is quite true that the British have oc­ 
cupied Pretoria. 
This, however, cloes not 
end the war. Tile Burghers are fully deter 
mined to fight to the last. They will nevei 
surrender so long as 500 armed men remain in 
the country. I feel deeply encouraged by the 
fine work Hteyn and De Wet are doing in the 
Free State.” 
The correspondent suggested that the war 
was over. inasmuch as the capital had been 
taken. 
“The capital,” exclaimed Mr. Kruger with 
energy, “What is a capital ¥ It dot's not con­ 
sist of any particular collection of bricks and 
mortar. The capital of the republic, the seat 
of government, is here in this ear. There is 
no magic about any special site. Our country 
is invaded, it is true, but it is not conquered. 
The government is still effective.” 
Referring to the reason* why he left Pre­ 
toria, President Kruger said: 
“I was not foolish enough to he taken pris­ 
oner. I provided this means of locomotion 
precisely for tin* same reason as our Burghers 
supply themselves with horses when they take 
the field. 
“It Is necessary that I should lie ahle to move 
quickly from place to place. That is all. By 
and by this ear will take me back to Pietorm. 
For tho present it enables me to keep away 
from Pretoria, where I could be of no service 
and where I should only play into the hands 
of the enemy.” 
“They say, Mr. Kruger,” remarked the cor­ 
respondent, “that you have brought with you 
gold to the value of £2,000,000.” 
“It is not true,” replied tho president. 
“Whatever monetary resources I may have 
with me are simply those which we require for 
state purposes. At the dame time, I ani not 
going to tell you where our treasure is. Let 
Lord Roberts find it if he can.” 
“They also say in England, Mr. Kruger, 
that you contemplate taking refuge on a Dutch 
man-of-war at Lourenzo Marques.” 
“That, again, is a lie,” retorted the president 
with vehemence. “I know of no Dutch war 
Teasel. I am not contemplating taking refuge 
anywhere. 
I shall not leave my country. 
There will be no need for me to do anything of 
the kind.” 
The correspondent — “Then, sir, there is 
much surprise at your having left Mr*. Kru­ 
ger behind." 
President Kruger—"But why ? 
Mrs. Kru 
ger is quite safe in Pretoria. She would only 
be put to personal inconvenience here. All 
communication between us is stopped, of 
course, but she will await my return with 
calmness and courage. She is a brave woman. 
I am here awaiting further information. We 
are surrounded by faithful Burghers and are 
quite safe." 
State Secretary Reitz remarked: 
“You may depend upon it that the war is 
not yet over. Guerilla warfare will contin ue 
over an enormous area. We intend to fight to 
the bitter end and shall proliably retire upon 
Lydenburg, whore we can hold 
out 
for 
many months.” 
“Yes,” observed Mr. Kruger, "it is only now 
the real struggle has begun. I fear that there 
will still be much bhxxLshed, but the fault is 
that of the British government.” Then, rais­ 
ing his voice to an almost passionate height, 
Mr. Kruger exclaimed: “The time has passed 
for us to talk. We have done plenty of that, 
but it has done us no good. There is nothing 
left for us to do but to keep on fighting, to 
keep on fighting.”

The total tax levy for this city this 
year will be 31.80. It was the same 
last year. 
The state and county tax levy pub­ 
lished yesterday, the state fixed by 
the legislature and the county by the 
commissioners, differs in some 
re­ 
spects 
from 
that of 
last 
year, al­ 
though the total of both is the same. 
The state levy as stated yesterday 
is .00 higher than last year, being 2.90 
instead of 2.84, while the county levy 
Is .OO lower, being 
5.10 
instead of 
5.16. 
A comparison of the various county 
fund levies shows that the county fund 
levy is the same—2 mills 
The poor 
fund levy is .40 instead of .50.

The owner is even uow, 
when past middle age, a "good fellow,” 
who loves conviviality, aud no game is 
too hazardous for him if fie has the 
auiouut ut the stakes. He takes pleas­ 
ure in telling the history of bis serv­ 
ice, as it concerns tire most audacious 
game of chance he ever witnessed. 
When I vvas in Bolivia some years 
ago,” he always begins, *i got iu with 
a crowd of men, English and natives, 
whose passion for gambling /mew no 
bounds. Strange as it may seen., uoue 
of them knew poker, and I made my­ 
self solid with them by teaching them, 
but their great game was roulette.

“ ‘Five dollars,’ I said. 
“ ‘Good. senor/ he replied. 
“He placed his entire fo tune in dif­ 
ferent wagers. 
There were a number 
of strangers 
present, and 
they 
all 
seemed big flush. 
Then slowly, as a 
priest officiating at some solemn, bar­ 
baric ceremony, the banker removed 
the top. 
We all stood for a moment, 
and the tension was such that a car­ 
riage wheel on the cobblestones out­ 
side made us all start. 
‘Red/ came 
the announcement. 
‘‘The Bolivian was white as snow, 
but his voice was unshaken as he said: 
‘Gentlemen, you shall all be paid. 
As 
for me, I am ruined/ 
‘‘That night he shot himself, and his 
will. which had been written just be­ 
fore his death, arranged for the pay­ 
ment of all his debts. 
I was to re­ 
ceive the service for my share, though 
it is- worth much more. 
But what I 
valued much more than that was a 
note in which he expressed his attach­ 
ment for me and asked me to accept 
the silver as a gift and not a debt. 
“He left also a curious manuscript 
written some time before, which seem­ 
ed to be a sort of private journal

“ The capital," exclaim ed Mr. K ruger w ith 
energy, “ What is a capital I It docs not con­ 
sist of any particular collection of bricks and 
m ortar.
